AT NO EXPENSE 
TO CITY 


If Well. Produces Less Than 
35 Inches City Is Released 
From Alii Obligations to 
Purchase 


Additional water supply for Up- 
land was believed assured today, 
following action of the city couml- 
ceil last night in accepting a pro- 
position submitted by G. A. Han- 
son whereby he, with no risk 
whatever to the city, will develop 
a well’ on his property on East 
Nineteenth Street, to be sold to 
the city at a price already agreed 
providing only that the most care- 
ful tests show an entirely satis- 
factory water supply. 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment entered into between Mr. 
Hanson and the city council, the 
former is to commence at once the 
boring of the well, which will be 
drilled to a depth of from 660 to 








800 feet. The purchase price of 
the well is to be at the rate of 
from $400 to $500 per inch of 


water developed. The greater 
amount of water developed, 
lower the cost to the city. 

The contract specifies that 
less the proposed well produces 
35 inches or more, the city shall 
be released from all obligation in 
the matter. if the preliminary 
test of the well, to be made during 
the coming summer, shows the 
production to be in excess of 35 
inches, the city is te pay to Mr. 
Hanson the sum of $17,500, and 
should the test show the produc- 
tion to be in excess of 50 inches, 
an additional sum of $7500 will 
be due the promoter. No further 
payments shall then be made un- 
til after the final test of the well 
to be made in the. summer of 
1927. It is specified that the pur- 
chase price shall be at the rate 
of $500 per inch up to 66 inches; 
$450. per. inch shonld it produce 
between 66 and inches, and 
$400 per inch should the produc- 
tion exceed 76 inches, with the 
understanding that no charge shall 
be made for water developed in 
excess of 80 inches. 

That the, cHy council is to leave 
no stone unturned in their efforts 
to give Upland an adequate water 
supply was further indicated when 
they awarded to Hood & Company 
of Long Beach the contract for 
the drilling of a well on city 
property on Twenty-second Street 
at the rate of $8 per lineal foot.
